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INTRODUCTION. 


This  Report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  Scottish  Home 
and  Health  Department  s Health  and  Welfare  Circular  No.  10/1969  and  is  similar  in  form  to  that  of  the 
previous  session. 

Routine  examination  was  again  carried  out  on  entrants  and  on  thirteen  year  old  children  (“leavers”) 
and  the  records  in  respect  of  these  children  were  sent  to  the  Department  for  computer  processing.  The 
statistical  tables  provided  by  the  Department  are  incorporated  in  the  Report,  with  the  exception  of  Table 
III.  This  table  is  designed  to  show  the  rates  of  defects  by  social  class,  but  the  sample  under  study  in  this  area 
is  too  small  for  valid  analysis  by  the  statistical  method.  In  addition  to  routine  examination,  children  known 
to  have  defects  were  kept  under  continuous  surveillance  and  cases  referred  on  suspicion  of  defect  were 
examined. 

The  pattern  of  defects  found  this  year  is  very  similar  to  that  of  previous  years,  and  is  common  to  the 
country  as  a whole.  Dental  caries  is  by  far  the  commonest  defect  found,  and  is  followed  by  visual  defects 
and  disease  of  tonsils  and  adenoids. 

Infestation  with  the  head  louse  is  still  prevalent,  particularly  in  the  larger  City  schools,  but  shows  a 
slight  decline  from  the  figures  of  last  year.  Towards  the  end  of  the  session,  the  number  of  minor  ailment 
clinics  held  within  the  County  Health  Department  was  reduced  from  five  to  three  per  week,  so  that  more 
nursing  time  could  be  devoted  to  cleanliness  supervision  within  City  schools.  It  is  hoped  that  this  redeploy- 
ment of  existing  school  nursing  resources  will  help  towards  the  elimination  of  louse  infestation,  but  this 
problem  calls  for  more  intensive  casework  with  the  problem  families  who  are  known  to  be  sources  of  rein- 
festion  of  the  school  population.  The  combined  efforts  of  social  workers  and  health  visitors  together  with 
school  nurses  should  be  brought  to  bear  on  this  community  problem  in  an  endeavour  to  bring  it  under 
better  control. 

Immunisation  against  German  Measles  for  girls  between  their  eleventh  and  fourteenth  birthdays  was 
introduced  during  the  year  and  the  offer  of  protection  against  this  disease  was  welcomed  by  most  parents 
for  their  daughters.  2347  girls  were  given  this  protection  during  the  session. 

The  co-operation  of  Head  Teachers,  Teachers  and  General  Practitioners  is  essential  to  the  successful 
operation  of  the  School  Health  Service,  and  it  is  a pleasure  to  acknowledge  their  contribution  to  its  smooth 
running. 

I would  also  thank  members  and  officials  of  the  County  Council  for  their  interest  and  support. 

In  general  the  statistics  indicate  that  the  health  of  the  school  population  is  being  well  maintained,  and  I 
would  again  record  my  thanks  to  the  staff  of  this  Department  and  of  the  Perth  City  Health  Department  for 
their  work  during  the  year.

3.  SANITARY  CONDITIONS  OF  SCHOOLS. 

The  sanitary  conditions  in  schools  in  Perth  City  were  reviewed  towards  the  end  of  the  session.  Perth  City  schools 
were  last  systematically  reported  on  in  1965.  These  are  as  follows:  Perth  Academy,  Perth  High  School,  Goodlyburn 
Primary  and  Secondary  Schools,  Kinnoull,  St.  Ninian’s  Episcopal,  St.  John’s  R.C.,  Northern  District,  Tulloch  Primary, 
St.  Columba’s  R.C.,  Letham  Primary,  Our  Lady’s  R.C.,  Viewlands  Primary,  Craigie  Primary,  Caledonian  Road,  Central 
District,  Oakbank  Primary,  Friarton  Nursery  School  and  Cherrybank  Junior  Occupation  Centre. 

1.  General.  Since  1965,  four  new  City  schools,  viz:  Tulloch  Primary,  St.  Columba’s,  Our  Lady’s  R.C.  and 
Oakbank  Primary  have  been  completed  and  occupied. 

Extensive  alterations,  additions  and  improvements  have  been  carried  out  at  Northern  District  and  St.  John’s  R.C. 
Schools.  A steady  programme  of  maintenance  and  improvements  has  been  carried  out  in  the  other  schools. 

The  report  below  refers  to  conditions  as  at  31/7/71  and  where  an  improvement  scheme  is  already  planned,  this 
is  indicated  thus  (S). 

2.  Overcrowding.  The  provision  of  new  schools  has  eliminated  overcrowding  in  City  schools.  Nevertheless,  the 
accommodation  in  Central  District  School  is  so  limited  that  suitable  premises  are  not  provided  for  medical,  dental  and 
nursing  purposes,  these  functions  being  generally  carried  out  in  a cloakroom.  At  Craigie  School  medical  examination 
is  carried  out  in  the  staffroom,  and  the  shared  use  causes  mutual  inconvenience. 

3.  Condition  of  Buildings.  These  are  considered  to  be  structurally  sound  and  in  good  repair. 

4.  Playgrounds  and  Playing  Fields.  Playgrounds  are  generally  satisfactory,  though  uneven  and  rough  patches 
were  reported  at  Northern  District,  St.  Ninian’s  and  Central  District  schools.  Those  schools  which  do  not  have  playing 
fields  make  use  of  the  North  and  South  Inches. 


5.  Shelter  Sheds.  All  existing  shelter  sheds  are  in  good  order.  Where  these  are  of  inadequate  capacity,  pupils 

are  allowed  access  to  the  school  buildings  in  inclement  weather. 

6.  Water  Supply.  This  is  very  satisfactory. 

Washhand  Basins.  At  Goodlyburn  Secondary  School  the  number  of  washhand  basins  provided  for  boys  falls 
short  of  the  recommended  number  by  three.  At  St.  Ninian’s  two  additional  washhand  basins  for  boys  and  two  for 
girls  are  required  to  meet  the  recommended  provision  (S).  At  Northern  District  School  the  washhand  basins  provided 
for  boys  fall  short  of  the  recommended  number  by  three  (S).  At  Craigie  School  the  number  of  washhand  basins  for 
boys  is  two  short  of  the  recommended  provision. 

Toilets.  At  the  time  of  inspection  the  girls  W.C.  accommodation  at  Perth  High  School  was  six  below  recan- 
mended  provision,  but  this  situation  will  shortly  be  remedied  when  the  new  school  is  completed  at  Oakbank  (S).  At 
St.  Ninian  s the  outside  boys  urinal  has  a rough  uneven  floor  which  is  difficult  to  maintain  in  a clean  condition.  The 
glazed  surface  of  the  urinal  slabs  is  broken  in  part  and  difficult  to  clean.  At  Viewlands  Primary  the  number  of  W.Cs. 
provided  for  girls  is  five  short  of  recommended  standards.  At  Caledonian  Road  School  sections  of  the  glazed  surface 
of  the  urinal  in  the  boys’  playground  are  badly  chipped,  making  cleaning  difficult. 

9.  Ventilation  and  Lighting.  These  are  satisfactory  in  all  schools. 

10.  Heating.  All  schools  have  satisfactory  heating  systems. 

11.  Facilities  for  Drying  Clothes.  This  is  adequate  in  all  schools. 

12.  Cloakrooms.  These  are  reasonably  satisfactory  in  all  schools. 

13.  Cleansing.  All  schools  were  in  a satisfactory  state  of  cleanliness  at  the  time  of  inspection. 

14.  Improvements  throughout  the  County.  Position  at  31/7/71 : 

(1)  Breadalbane  Academy:  Additional  conveniences  completed. 

(2)  Errol:  Additional  conveniences  completed. 

(3)  New  Perth  High  School  completed  at  Oakbank. 

(4)  Brahan  Technical  School,  Perth  completed. 

(5)  St.  John’s  R.C.  School,  Perth:  new  conveniences  and  improvements  completed. 

(6)  Inverleny  School  Hostel,  Callander  completed. 

(7)  Collace  - new  conveniences  completed. 

(8)  Burrelton:  Replacement  classroom  in  course  of  construction. 

(9)  Dunolly  School  Hostel,  Aberfeldy:  alterations  and  additions  including  conversion  of  a cottage  to  hostel 
accommodation  in  progress. 

(10)  Craigthuil  Hostel,  Aberfeldy:  conversion  of  house  to  form  additional  hostel  accommodation. 

(11)  Dunaluin  Hostel,  Aberfeldy:  conversion  of  newly  acquired  property  into  hostel  accommodation. 

(12)  Dunkeld:  new  dining  room  and  kitchen  in  course  of  construction. 

(13)  Georgetown:  general  improvements  including  provision  of  new  classroom,  conveniences  and  meals 
facilities  completed. 

(14)  Thornhill:  additional  classroom  completed. 


(15)  Callander  Primary  School:  conversion  of  HORSA  classroom  to  meals  centre  in  progress. 

(16)  Perth  High  School  (old  building):  general  improvements  in  progress  towards  conversion  to  Perth  Grammar 
School. 

(17)  Goodlyburn  Secondary  School:  four  additional  mobile  classrooms  provided  and  two  laboaratories  in 
progress  of  conversion  from  existing  play  sheds. 

(18)  Dunblane  School:  three  additional  mobile  classrooms  provided. 

(19)  Auchterarder:  conversion  of  HORSA  accommodation  to  classroom  completed.  Youth  centre  provided 
at  former  domestic  science  room. 


4.  ORGANISATION  AND  ADMINISTRATION. 

Health  and  Welfare  Services  Circular  No.  10/1969  dated  23rd  April,  1969  recommended  the  adoption  of  a 
uniform  system  of  statistical  records  for  school  health  services  and  set  out  the  form  in  which  annual  reports  of  Authorit- 
ies on  the  service  should  be  prepared. 

In  accordance  with  the  recommendations,  the  groups  of  children  examined  systematically  during  the  session  were 
(1)  entrants  and  (2)  children  born  in  1957.  Details  of  the  results  of  these  examinations  are  shown  in  the  statistical 
tables,  these  having  been  provided  by  the  Scottish  Home  and  Health  Department  after  analysis  of  the  school  medical 
cards  by  computer. 

Computerisation  of  records  should  ultimately  provide  a rapid  statistical  analysis  of  examination  findings,  but  the 
feed-back  is  still  rather  slow.  Some  of  the  tables  provided,  particularly  those  relating  to  rates  of  defects  by  social  class, 
average  heights  and  weights  by  social  class  and  by  the  number  in  family  are  of  very  doubtful  statistical  value  because 
of  the  small  local  samples  analysed,  but  with  the  exception  of  Table  III  these  are  included  as  required  by  the  Department 

In  addition  to  routine  systematic  examinations  of  entrants  and  “leavers”  selective  examinations  were  carried  out 
on  children  known  or  suspected  to  have  defects. 

Booster  doses  of  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  and  diphtheria/tetanus  prophylactic  were  given  to  school  entrants. 
Smallpox  re-vaccination  was  also  offered  to  entrants.  Children  aged  fourteen  years  were  offered  booster  doses  of  polio- 
myelitis, tetanus  and  smallpox  vaccines.  Vaccination  of  girls  aged  1 1 to  14  against  Rubella  (German  measles)  was 
introduced  during  the  session  and  all  girls  in  this  age  group  were  offered  this  protection. 

Tuberculin  testing  and  where  indicated  B.C.G.  vaccination  was  carried  out  on  children  in  the  thirteen  year  age 
group.  These  immunisation  procedures  are  National  Health  Service  functions  of  the  County  and  Town  Councils  as 
Local  Health  Authorities,  but  for  convenience  they  are  administered  on  a joint  basis  with  Perth  City  within  the  frame- 
work of  the  School  Health  Service. 

The  following  table  shows  the  number  of  immunisation  procedures  carried  out  within  the  schools.  In  Perth 
ity  the  majority  of  entrants  had  boosting  doses  of  diphtheria/tetanus  vaccine,  poliomyelitis  vaccine  and  smallpox 

vaccine  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic  or  from  the  family  doctor  shortly  before  school  entry,  and  these  are  not  included 
in  this  table.

5.  FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

TABLE  1:  The  number  of  entrant  boys  examined  was  99 1 , of  which  5 14  (5 1 .87%)  were  found  to  have  some 

defect.  This  compares  favourably  with  the  Scottish  figure  of  56.85%  of  boy  entrants  with  some  defect.  The  number 
of  girl  entrants  examined  was  926,  of  which  405  (43.74%)  were  found  to  have  some  defect.  This  compares  favourably 
with  the  Scottish  figure  of  52.07%  of  girl  entrants  with  some  defect. 

The  number  of  leaver  boys  examined  was  869,  of  which  419  (48.22%)  were  found  to  have  some  defect.  This 
is  above  the  Scottish  figure  of  45.46%  with  defects.  The  number  of  leaver  girls  examined  was  766  of  which  329 
(42.95%)  were  found  to  have  defect,  compared  with  45.29%  in  Scotland  as  a whole. 

In  general,  therefore,  the  percentage  of  children  examined  found  to  have  some  defects  in  this  County  is  below  the 
Scottish  average.

TABLE  1 1 gives  details  of  the  defects  found  in  entrants  and  leavers.  The  pattern  of  defects  found  is  very  similar  to  that 
of  previous  years,  the  commonest  defects  being  refractive  errors,  squints,  unhealthy  tonsils  and  adenoids,  dental  decay, 
speech  disorders,  enuresis,  mild  orthopaedic  conditions,  diseases  of  the  skin  and  respiratory  infections.

The  Scottish  figures  clearly  demonstrate  that  entrants  and  leavers  belonging  to  Social  classes  I and  II  are  taller  and 
heavier  than  those  belonging  to  social  classes  IV  and  V. 

The  figures  for  Perth  and  Kinross  show  no  consistent  differences  between  the  social  classes.  Indeed  entrant  boys  of 
social  class  I are  at  the  bottom  of  the  table  and  leaver  girls  of  social  class  V are  at  the  top  of  the  table  as  regards  weight. 
This  unexpected  finding  is  of  no  real  significance  as  the  samples  are  too  small  to  be  of  statistical  value.

Both  tables  show  in  general  that  first  and  second  children  are  on  average  taller  and  heavier  than  subsequent 
c ren,  and  that  height  and  weight  show  a general  downward  trend  as  the  number  in  the  family  increases.  The 
num  er  of  County  entrants  who  were  sixth  and  above  in  the  family  are  too  small  to  draw  valid  statistical  conclusions.

TABLE  VII.  This  shows  the  number  of  substantially  handicapped  children  of  school  age  for  Perth  and  Kinross, 
their  main  disabilities  and  educational  placing.  By  far  the  commonest  disability  is  mental  deficiency,  the  vast  majority 
of  these  cases  being  within  the  educable  range. 

Partial  deafness,  heart  disease,  epilepsy,  cerebral  palsy,  asthma  and  orthopaedic  deformities  are  the  other  main 
handicapping  conditions  found.

Of  the  3,397  boys  tested,  376  (1 1 .07%)  had  defective  vision,  of  which  307  (9.04%)  had  vision  6/9  6/12  in  the 
better  eye  and  69  (2.03%)  had  vision  6/18  or  less  in  the  better  eye.

TABLE  IX:  This  table  shows  the  results  of  audiometry  sweep  tests  which  were  carried  out  routinely  (a)  as  soon  as 

possible  after  school  entry;  (b)  before  transfer  to  secondary  school  al  approximately  9-10  years;  (c)  at  13-14  years. 
Children  tound  to  have  hearing  defects  on  sweep  test  were  referred  to  the  School  Medical  Officer  who  referred  through 
the  general  practitioner  to  the  E.N.T.  Specialist  where  appropriate. 

The  Audiometrician  retested  children  found  to  have  defects. 

Sweep  tests  of  entrants  were  conducted  at  20  decibels  and  of  other  groups  at  15  decibels,  and  only  children 
failing  at  one  or  more  of  the  three  frequencies,  1,000,  2,000  and  4,000  cycles  per  second  were  recorded  as  failing. 

Of  the  1,053  entrant  boys  tested,  only  two  failed  in  both  ears:  4 failed  in  one  ear.  Of  the  943  entrant  girls 
tested,  4 failed  in  both  ears  and  1 1 in  one  ear. 

Of  the  103  children  retested  having  failed  in  previous  years  on  entrant  sweep  testing,  7 failed  the  retest  in  both 
ears  and  10  failed  in  one  ear. 

Of  the  890  boys  examined  at  9-10  years  of  age,  9 failed  in  both  ears  and  12  in  one  ear.  Of  the  864  girls  examined, 
at  9-10  years  of  age,  3 failed  in  both  ears  and  3 in  one  ear. 

Of  the  retests  of  63  children  who  had  failed  the  intermediate  test  in  previous  years,  none  failed  the  retest. 

Of  the  766  leaver  boys  tested,  3 failed  in  both  ears  and  4 in  one  ear  only.  Of  the  697  leaver  girls  tested,  8 failed 
in  both  ears  and  4 in  one  ear. 

Where  children  were  specially  referred  because  of  a suspicion  of  defective  hearing,  the  yield  was  very  much  higher.  Of 
113  boys  so  referred,  35  (31%)  failed  in  both  ears  and  28  (24.8%)  failed  in  one  ear,  giving  a defect  rate  of  55.7%.  Of 
1 19  girls  specially  referred,  41  (34.4%)  failed  in  both  ears  and  37  (31%)  failed  in  one  ear,  giving  a defect  rate  of  65.4%). 

Of  the  5,613  pupils  of  all  ages  undergoing  sweep  test,  110  (1 .9%)  failed  in  both  ears  and  106  (1 .8%)  failed  in  one 
ear. 


Of  166  pupils  retested  following  previous  failure,  7 (4.2%)  failed  in  both  ears  and  10  (6%)  failed  in  one  ear.  The 
recovery  rate  from  hearing  defect  is  therefore  very  high.

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TABLE  X This  indicates  the  sources  of  referral  for  special  medical  examination.  Of  the  244  pupils  referred  by 
teachers  for  special  examination  on  suspicion  of  defect,  190  (78%)  were  found  to  have  defects.  Of  the  6 cases  referred 
by  parents,  4 (67%)  were  found  to  have  a defect  and  of  the  22  cases  referred  by  School  Nurses,  17  (77%)  were  found 
to  have  a defect. 

This  high  yield  of  defects  amongst  pupils  specially  referred  is  to  be  expected.

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7.  DENTAL  INSPECTION  AND  TREATMENT. 


Mr.  M.  R.  Kirkland,  Chief  Dental  Officer,  has  prepared  the  following  report. 

During  the  past  few  years,  a number  of  expedients  have  been  suggested  for  the  expansion  and  improvement  of 
the  dental  service  and  there  are  hopeful  signs  that  progress  may  be  made  in  the  coming  year  or  two.  During  the  year 
under  review,  however,  services  have  been  provided  on  the  same  scale  as  previously,  though  attention  is  drawn  to  a 
new  heading  in  the  Summary  of  Treatment,  i.e.,  Preventive  Treatment,  involving  the  application  of  a topical  fluoride 
solution.  It  is  clear  that  for  those  engaged  in  a community  dental  service,  prevention,  or  at  least  limitation,  of  the 
incidence  of  dental  decay  is  of  the  greatest  importance.  As  time  passes,  new  techniques  and  materials  are  coming  to 
the  fore,  and  it  is  essential  that  we  keep  abreast  of  these  advances,  bringing  them  into  effective  use  as  and  when  they 
are  proven  and  practicable.  It  is  likely  that  the  greater  use  of  these  methods  in  the  future  will  involve  expansion  of  the 
ancillary  staff,  for  example  by  the  employment  of  hygienists  to  carry  out  much  of  the  preventive  work,  which  is  so 
pre-eminently  the  responsibility  of  the  Local  Authority  Dental  Service,  leaving  the  qualified  dental  officers  to  cope 
with  the  treatment  of  dental  disease  which,  in  time,  could  be  expected  to  be  kept  within  their  capacity. 

Specialist  treatment  has  been  readily  available  and  much  appreciated  by  the  patients  and  their  parents;  in  this 
connection  it  is  appropriate  to  express  appreciation  of  the  excellent  services  provided  by  the  Regional  Orthodontic 
Consultant,  Mr.  D.  Munro,  and  the  Consultant  Oral  Surgeon,  Dr.  D.  A.  S.  Martin. 

The  two  mobile  dental  units  have  been  kept  in  constant  use,  and  it  is  expected  that  the  overdue  replacement  of 
the  older  of  these  vehicles  will  be  achieved  during  the  coming  year.  The  value  of  these  vehicles  in  an  area  of  scattered 
communities  such  as  this,  is  very  great,  and  their  increasing  use  may  have  to  be  considered  in  the  light  of  continuing 
difficulties  of  accommodation  in  many  of  the  small  and  medium  sized  schools.  The  background  to  this  suggestion  is 
the  situation  whereby  in  schools  up  to  a certain  size,  say  four  or  five  teachers,  suitable  accommodation  for  medical/ 
dental  work  is  either  non-existent  or  has  to  be  shared  with  an  increasing  number  of  other  people.  This  presents  the 
greatest  difficulty  in  respect  of  dental  treatment,  where  the  accommodation  will  be  continuously  occupied  by  the 
dental  officer  and  all  his  paraphernalia,  for  periods  of  four  or  five  weeks  at  a time.  Where  the  accommodation  is 
reserved  purely  for  medical/dental  use,  this  is  no  problem,  but  where  others  wish  to  use  the  accommodation,  diffi- 
culties are  bound  to  arise.  It  may  be,  therefore,  that  future  policy  ought  to  provide  that  all  schools  without  non- 

shared  medical/dental  accommodation  will  require  to  be  served,  as  far  as  dental  treatment  is  concerned,  by  mobile 
units. 


The  continuing  programme  of  dental  health  education  for  all  primary  school  children  has  been  maintained  and 
once  more  the  dental  pack  scheme  for  new  school  entrants  has  been  operated,  though  attention  must  be  drawn  to  the 
act  that  despite  urgent  protests  both  inside  and  outside  parliament,  it  has  been  considered  appropriate  to  impose 
purchase  tax  on  these  dental  packs,  to  such  an  extent  as  to  double  their  cost  to  the  authority. 

The  persistent  efforts  to  teach  and  encourage  children  to  develop  good  dental  habits  and  to  take  care  of  their 
eet  , are  still  being  undermined  at  many  schools  by  the  selling,  no  doubt  for  the  best  of  motives,  of  sweet,  sticky

Of  the  27  children  discharged  as  transferred,  6 were  referred  to  the  psychiatrist,  8 left  school,  10  left  the  district, 
1 was  sent  to  an  approved  school,  1 went  to  a residential  school  and  1 child  died  in  the  course  of  the  year. 

Child  Guidance  Class: 

10  children  were  enrolled  in  the  class  this  session,  but  8 others  attended  from  time  to  time,  either  because  they 
were  school  refusal  cases  who  could  not  bring  themselves  to  attend  their  own  schools  or  because  they  were  on  holiday 
from  a residential  school. 

The  class  attended  the  Swimming  Bath  and  Bell’s  Sports  Centre  weekly. 

Medical  Help: 

Dr.  G.  Reid,  Depute  County  Medical  Officer,  attended  all  case  conferences  and  is  available  for  medical  advice. 
Referral  is  made  through  general  practitioners  to  consultant  psychiatrists  and  paediatricians  when  required.  Nineteen 
of  the  children  seen  this  year  have  been  assessed  by  a psychiatrist  and  twenty-three  were  referred  for  such  assessment 
in  the  course  of  the  year. 
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Speech  Therapy.  (Extract  from  Report  by  Speech  Therapist). 


The  Perth  Clinic  was  again  operated  on  a part-time  basis  this  session  owing  to  staff  shortages.  The  staff  remained 
as  at  the  end  of  last  session,  three  part-time  therapists,  one  of  whom  was  deployed  in  the  Dunblane  area.  In  certain 
County  areas  there  are  no  satisfactory  clinic  premises  available,  and  it  is  impossible  to  provide  an  effective  service  in 
these  areas.  No  service  is  available  in  some  outlying  County  areas,  e.g.,  Aberfeldy,  Pitlochry,  Dunkeld  and  Longforgan, 
but  a few  children  from  these  areas  attend  the  Perth  Centre,  but  not  on  a regular  basis.

MINOR  AILMENTS  CLINICS: 

Towards  the  end  of  the  session,  in  April,  1971,  the  number  of  clinic  sessions  held  within  the  County  Health 
Department  was  reduced  by  two  nurse  sessions  and  one  doctor  session  weekly,  so  that  more  time  would  be  available 
or  ea  th  and  cleanliness  supervision  within  the  schools.  A nurse  was  on  duty  in  the  clinic  three  afternoons  per  week 
uring  school  terms  and  one  doctor  session  was  held  each  week.

The  doctor  sessions  were  provided  for  pupils  suspected  by  the  school  nurses  of  having  some  defect  including 
visual  defects  on  routine  screening  by  “E”  test  or  Snellen’s  Types. 

Milk  in  Schools: 

During  the  session  1 1,766  pupils  took  school  milk.  The  source  of  supply  is  approved  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health,  the  milk  being  either  Standard,  Premium  or  Pasteurised.  Where  possible  pasteurised  milk  is  provided. 

School  Meals: 

School  meals  are  served  in  132  schools.  The  59  kitchens  provided  2,245,465  meals  during  the  session. 

School  Camps: 

During  the  summer  1971, 221  children  from  Perth  City  were  accommodated  for  a fortnight  at  Belmont  Camp, 
Meigle. 

Nursery  Schools: 

There  is  only  one  Nursery  School  in  Perth  and  Kinross,  namely  Friarton  Nursery  School,  Perth.  In  addition  a 
nursery  class  is  held  in  Florence  Place  Nursery,  Perth,  administered  by  Northern  District  School.  Each  child  is  medically 
examined  at  one  of  the  Child  Welfare  Clinics  in  Perth  prior  to  admission  to  the  School  and  annual  medical  inspection 
is  carried  out  thereafter  at  school. 

Children  found  to  have  defects  are  referred  to  the  family  doctor  or  through  him  to  the  appropriate  consultant. 
Frequent  medical  and  nursing  supervisory  visits  are  paid  to  the  school. 

Personal  Hygiene: 

Only  7 cases  of  head  louse  infestation  were  recorded  on  routine  medical  inspection.  This  may  be  accounted 
for  partly  by  parents  who  are  forewarned  of  medical  inspections  presenting  their  children  for  inspection  in  a clean 
condition.  Medical  Officers,  however,  do  not  carry  out  a meticulous  search  for  lice  and  nits  at  routine  medical  inspect- 
ions, this  aspect  of  hygiene  being  delegated  to  the  school  nurses  who,  by  their  frequent  unheralded  visits  are  in  a much 
better  position  to  assess  the  true  incidence  of  infestation. 

The  small  number  of  cases  of  infestation  by  the  head  louse  discovered  at  routine  medical  inspection  is  an  indi- 
cation of  the  effectiveness  of  routine  surveillance  by  the  nurses. 

The  nurses’  cleanliness  inspections  revealed  that  in  19,006  examinations  of  Perth  City  School  children,  1 10 
children  were  found  to  have  verminous  heads  on  one  or  more  occasions,  compared  with  81  children  in  session  1969-70 
and  121  in  session  1968-69.  In  addition  328  children  were  found  to  have  nits  on  one  or  more  occasions,  compared 
with  402  in  session  1969-70. 

In  36,250  examinations  of  County  children,  23  were  found  to  have  verminous  heads  on  one  or  more  occasions 
compared  with  15  children  in  session  1969-70  and  24  children  in  session  1968-69.  In  addition  120  County  children 
were  found  to  have  nits  compared  with  145  in  session  1969-70. 

The  number  of  cleanliness  inspections  of  school  children  by  nurses  was  increased  in  this  session  in  both  City  and 
County,  and  it  is  encouraging  to  note  that  the  number  of  cases  of  head  louse  infestation  discovered  in  both  City  and 
County  was  lower  than  in  the  previous  session.  The  incidence  is  however,  still  high,  particularly  in  Perth  City  Schools, 
where  the  number  of  cases  found  was  more  than  three  times  that  in  the  much  larger  population  of  County  schools. 
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16  formal  notices  were  issued  to  parents  requiring  them  to  cleanse  a total  of  24  children. 

3 second  notices  were  issued  to  parents  requiring  them  to  cleanse  a total  of  5 children. 

Health  Education: 

Routine  group  instruction  of  healthy  ways  of  living  is  not  given  in  schools  in  this  area  directly  by  medical  and 
nursing  personnel,  but  the  advice  of  these  officers  is  available  to  primary  school  teachers  and  to  teachers  of  biology, 
domestic  science,  physical  education,  etc.  who  play  the  major,  though  no  doubt  inadequate  role  in  Health  Education 
at  the  present  time.  The  medical  and  nursing  give  individual  advice  in  the  patient/doctor  or  patient/nurse  relation- 
ship. It  is  doubtful  if  a sustained  Health  Education  programme  could  be  undertaken  in  schools  without  the  appoint- 
ment of  specialist  teachers  with  the  knowledge  and  aptitude  to  put  the  subject  across  to  the  children.  The  doctor  or 
nurse  may  not  be  a good  teacher  and  qualified  teachers  may  regard  health  education  as  unworthy  of  substantial  time 
in  a crowded  curriculum.  While  the  good  parent  can  instil  good  habits  in  children,  there  can  be  no  doubt  as  to  the 
need  for  this  subject  to  be  taught  in  schools  and  that  the  existing  arrangements  fall  far  short  of  requirements.  The 
appointment  of  a supervisor  of  Health  Education  in  schools  either  on  the  staff  of  the  Director  of  Education  or  of  the 
Health  Department  is  under  consideration. 

Group  instruction  in  oral  hygiene  is  undertaken  in  primary  schools  by  a suitable  person  appointed  for  the  purpose 
with  experience  in  dental  chairside  assistance. 

Research: 

No  research  projects  on  the  health  of  school  children  were  instituted  by  this  Department  during  the  year,  though 
members  of  the  medical  staff  participated  in  research  undertaken  in  the  area  of  the  Eastern  Regional  Hospital  Board 
into  the  incidence  of  Viral  Hepatitis  which  mainly  affects  the  child  population. 

Specialist  Services: 

Eye,  E.N.T.  and  Children’s  Orthopaedic  clinics  organised  by  the  hospital  service  were  held  in  Perth  Royal  Infirm- 
ary and  in  various  peripheral  Cottage  Hospitals,  Schools  and  District  Nurse  Clinics.  Referrals  are  made  to  these  clinics 
as  required,  but  the  number  of  attendances  following  referral  by  School  Medical  Officers  is  not  known.
